This seemsjto us singularly unfortunate, 
r Charity islnp^^luxury of the rich, it is an 
obligation upon; all of us,, whether wo , can 
' easily afford it or not. Indeed it gains' its true 
• value only when we cannot easily afford it, 
but only when it involves sacrifice. 

The modern tendency toward self-help in 
the various agencies is more in keepnig with 
the best idea of charity. It is no longer "pic 
'MUhsàÙxMpt the shiftless or the lBsy,^H,i8 
'h at the right time that ffélpS'thQ 
tiiifortunafe to their feet, the glimmer of hope 
that makes the despairing strive for their own 
good. 

; , We think that as students our particular 
toncem should be for giving that little pueh;to' 
the 6truggljpg^atud|iwt8 in underdeveloped or 
war-devas.&toi^afcMj' but this does not put 
off- our responsibility to our own communitjr. 

The widow gave her mite out of love, m 
the spirit of sacrifice. Let us give in the same 
spirit . , ; more than we can afford.

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Justifying Mo nies to WUSC 



"What is so special about World Univer-' - 
sity Service of Canada that twenty-five per 
cent of the money we give in Combined 
Charities week should go to it?" 

This -question ' is current among those' of.
